Washington, Aug. 17.—Japan’s ultl-1 
matum to the Berlin government de¬ 
manding that Germany withdraw from 
Kiau Chau, its stronghold in China, 
overshadowed In Washington to-day all 
developments growing out of war In 
Europe. One outstanding feature of the 
crisis was the determination of the 
United States not to be drawn Into the 
Administration officials 


Paris. Aug. 17.—The first Prussian 
eaglf captured by the French during 
the present war swung to-day above 
the entrance to the French war offfce 
in Paris. It is the red and black flag 
bearing a Prussian eagle In the centre, 
which was borne into battle by the 
first Lower Alsatian infantry regiment 
number 132 of-the German army when 
It came into action at Saint Blaise, al- 
80 known as Sainte Marie Aux Mines 
and Markirch. T.he regiment came 
from the German fortress of Strass¬ 
burg. 

The flag was taken by the Tenth 
Battalion of French Rifles and was 
brought to Paris last night by Col. 
Marcel Serret, formerly French mili¬ 
tary attache at Berlin. 

Crowds of Parisians stood this morn¬ 
ing staring at the captured standard. 

An official announcement to-day by 
the French war office says: "The ad¬ 
vance of the French armies continues 
to progress. Our troops have taken 
the heights to the north of the Alsatian 
frontier in German territory and the 
French line now passes through Abre- 
chevillier, Lorquln, Azoudange and 
Marsal. 

"In the Donon or Rougemont region 
we have occupied Schirmeck, eight 
miles from .Saales, in Alsace, and we 
have captured twelve German field 
guns, eight machine guns and twelve 
gun carriages with ammunition. Our 
cavalry has penetrated as far as 
Lutzelhauscn and Muhlbach or Ros- 
helm 

"Farther to the south we occupy 
Vllle, east of Durbels, on the road to 
Hchlestadt and,Saint Croix aux Mines 
and some heavy field artillery has been 
captured by the French troops. 

"In Alsace we have.a strongly sup¬ 
porting line from ThTmn through Cer- 
nay to Dannemarle." 


London, Aug. 17.—A Copenhagen dis¬ 
patch says the Polltlken publishes a 
dispatch from Constantinople stating 
that Russia has demanded from Tur¬ 
key permission for the unrestricted 
passage through the Dardanelles of 
the Russian Black sea fleet. The Rus¬ 
sian fleet In the Black sea since the 
beginning of warlike operations has 
captured about a hundred German and 
Austrian merchant vessels trading in 
these waters. Many of them were tank 
steamers conveying oil.

Baron Chinda presented a note from, 
his government, which comprised the* 
announcement of the ultimatum and a 
statement of Japan's intention to re¬ 
store Kiau Chau to China. Germany 
took the territory from China after the 
killing of several German missionaries 
sixteen years ago. 

President Wilson asserted to-day he 
had no reason to question the good 
faith of the declaration of Japan in 
promising to observe the Integrity of 
China In connection with the Japanese 
ultimatum to Germany demanding the 
surrender of Kiau Chau to the Japan¬ 
ese government. The president would 
not discuss the ultimatum as a whole, 
rmylng that one of his duties of neutral¬ 
ity was to have no opinion on what 
other nations were doing. Secretary 
Bryan was at the White House early, 
supposedly Iri connection with Japan’s 
ultimatum. Both the president and Mr. 
Bryan refused to discuss the visit. 

The president made it clear that the 
United States would not be involved in 
any way in the Japanese-German con¬ 
troversy, and spoke of the assurances 
of Japan to the United States, that 
they would maintain the integrity of 
China as having been given to the pow¬ 
ers generally as well as to the United 
States. Asked particularly as fo the 
promise of Japan for the eventual re¬ 
storation to China of the German prov¬ 
inces, he indicated his confidence in the 
good faith of Japan to carry out that 
assurance at the close of the war. 

A resolution directing Secretary 
Bryan to protest against the announced 
Intention of Japan to take over the 
German leased territory of Kiau Chau. 
China, was introduced in the house to¬ 
day by Rep. Britton, of Illinois. 

The resolution quotes the Japanese 
ultimatum to Germany demanding the 
withdrawal of all Gorman armed forces 
in China territory or waters and the 
surrender of Kiau Chau to Japan, and 
continues: "Whereas It is evident that 
tho release of said territory to the 
Japanese government would be Inimical 
to the interests of the United States 
and China, whose territory should be 
preserved, therefore. b e it resolved, that 
the secretary of state be, and he hereby 
is directed to communicate with the 
Japanese government that the United 
States views with concern the transfer 
by force of arms any Chinese territory 
to Japan or any other foreign nation, 
or any transfer of territory without the 
unconditional consent of the Chinese 
government.” 

Rep. Britton says that the course of 
the Japanese appears to be a warike 
move to gain a hold on Chinese terri¬ 
tory. 

The resolution was referred to a com¬ 
mittee. 


Suspected That Ring in West¬ 
ern Ontario is Holding Up 
Government 


German Cruiser Only Allowed 
Sufficient to Make Steam 
to Apia 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 17, via London. 
—The Russian war office to-day Issued 
an official communication giving in¬ 
formation as to the recent military 
movements on the frontier between 
Austrian Galicia and Russian Poland. 
It says: "The defensive operations 
and the movements of reconnolterlng 
detachments of the Russian army on 
the frontier of Galicia between August 
13 and 17 led to a series of attacks by 
cavalry supported by infantry and 
artillery. 

"In the provinces of Pletrlkoff and 
Kielce the Austrian cavalry occupied 
a front of over fifty miles in length 
extending along a line from Tchensto- 
chova through Andrejew to Sandomlc. 
The cavalry was supported by in¬ 
fantry and by artillery, 

"August 14, Austrian advance guards 
penetrated a short distance Into Rus¬ 
sian territory. It Is reported that this 
offensive movement was checked by 
the Russian troops. 

"An Austrian, attempt to advance 
from Andrejew toward Kielce failed 
on August 15. when the Russian troops 
by a series of brilliant cavalry attacks 
succeeded In dislodging the enemy 
from Kielce, and also occupied a town 
In the Tom&schoff district. 

"The Russian cavalry cut up the 
Austrian advance guards and Invaded 
the frontiers of Austrian Galicia, pene¬ 
trating a distance of eight miles. 

"Near Tomaschoff Russian cavalry 
inflicted serious losses on the Eleventh 
Austrian Dragoon Regiment, in a bril¬ 
liant sabre engagement. 

"Russian cavalry is in close contact 
with the enemy everywhere." 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 17.—There are 
strong Indications that attempts are 
being made to hold up the militia de¬ 
partment in the purchase of horses 
needed for the batteries, and for other 
purposes by the Canadian expedition¬ 
ary force. Colonel Neill, director of 
veterinary services, announced that 
though there are plenty of first class 
horses In the east, the type being of¬ 
fered, especially in western Ontario, 
whero excellent horses are raised, Is 
poor, and the prices asked nre extor¬ 
tionate. It is suspected that a ring has 
been formed which has for Its purpose 
the dumping upon the department of 
poor animals at high prices. 

The department declares that It has 
no Intention of being held up on either 
the type or the price of animals which 
It procures. The intention hag been to 
give every battery headquarters the 
opportunity of providing horses from 
the local distrlots. If, however, the 
holdup Is to be continued the depart¬ 
ment will have to go west for large 
shipments, buying at wholesale from 
the large dealers. This latter method, 
it 13 declared, Is the easiest and most 
satisfactory if It were not the desire of 
the department to let every locality 
have an opportunity. 

About 10,000 horses, good and bod, 
reasonable and expensive, have so far 
been offered for sale Only 5,000 are 
needed so that there Is no question of 
scarcity. 

All the artillery units for the overseas 
expeditionary force have been ordered 
Into barracks at headquarters by Col. 
Morrison director of artillery. They 
are ordered to complete their equip¬ 
ment and place themselves on a war 
footing. They will then go to Quebec. 
Tn that respect they differ from the In¬ 
fantry who leave for Valcartler Imme¬ 
diately upon mobilization. 


San Francisco. Aug. 17.—The Ger¬ 
man cruiser Leipzig, which crept Info 
port before dawn to-day, moved Into 
Man-o’-war Row later and began to 
take on coal and supplies. Contracts 
.already had been placed with coal, 
victualing, towing and lighterage com¬ 
panies by the -acting German consul. 

Permission Irt writing, however, had 
not been formally received, and as 
soon as the collector of the port learn¬ 
ed that coaling had begun without his 
authority, he ordered it stopped Imme¬ 
diately until the formalities had been 
complied with. The acting German 
consul protested, but the collector was 
firm. Inspector Bulger, he said, would 
examine the cruiser’s bunkers, report 
how much coal she needed to take her 
to Apia and that much would be per¬ 
mitted her In due course of the regu¬ 
lations. The Leipzig had placed an 
order for 700 tons. 

Under tho neutrality regulations the 
Leipzig can take on only sufficient coal 
to carry her to the nearest German 
port, in this case Apia. Samoa, She 
must leave before 5 o'clock to-morrow 
morning and she cannot return within 
three months to any American port 
unless in the meantime she shall have 
touched at a German port. 

Lurking in the fogbank off the Far- 
allones is supposed to be the French 
armored cruiser Montcalm, a vessel 
superior In everything but speed. The 
Leipzig was built to make twenty- 
three knots an hour and the Montcalm 
twenty-one. The Leipzig is of only 
3,250 tons displacement and the Mont¬ 
calm of 9,367, The latter carries a 
main battery of two 7.6-inch guns fore 
and aft, with broadsides of four 6.4- 
inch rifles each. The Leipzig has ten 
4.1-inch guns, mounted, two forward! 
two aft and three on each broadsmlem 
sponsoons. 

Supposedly, however, the Leipzig 
will be in touch with the Nuernburg, a 
cruiser of the same class, as soon as 
she gets outside the three-mile limit. 

In San Diego lies the Japanese 
cruiser Idzumo, which carries heavier 
metal than any foreign warship In 
these waters. But in spite of the ulti¬ 
matum which Japan has served on 
Germany, Japan Is not yet a bellig¬ 
erent.

Four Battleships of Austria Are Sunk in 
Engagement With French When Block¬ 
ading Antivari. German Dreadnought 
Filled With Holes and Disabled. 


London. Aug. 17.—A dispatch from 
Paris to the Havas agency says French 
troops have occupied the town of 
Schirmeck, seven and one-half miles 
beyond Saales, in Alsace. They took 
twelve field guns, twelve caissons and 
eight rapid-fire guns. 

The French cavalry then pushed on 
to Mulbach and Lutzelhauscn. 

The official press bureau of the v. ar 
office and admiralty has Issued a state¬ 
ment saying that French troops, in the 
course of a rapid advance along the 
valley of the Schirmeck have taken a 
thousand prisoners. 

The scene of fighting of the last few 
days In upper Alsace, the official an- ! 
nouncement continues, shows the great 
destructive effects of the. fire of. the 
allied artillery. Trenches abandoned 
by the enemy are filled with dead and 
wounded.

A dispatch from Rome to the Exchange Telegraph Company says It Is re¬ 
ported from Anconia that four British battleships chased the Austrian cruisers 
Aurora and Szlgetvar, which were blockading Antivari. The Austrian vessels 
were pursued until they took refuge in the naval station at Pola.

Aug. 17.—Confirmation of the naval fight In tho Adrlatlo sea Is glYen 
In a dispatch from Cettlnje to the Corrlero d’ltalla to-day, which says that the 
Austrian battleship Zyrlnl and three other battleships whose names could not 
be obtained wero sunk by the French fleet. A great number of French and 
British warships are said to be patrolling the coast.

OFFENSIVE MOVEMENT 
BY GERMANY STOPPED 


AMERICANS IN LONDON 
GET SUBSTANTIAL AID 


Washington. Aug. 17.—Conditions In 
Paris are virtually normal again and 
the populace la calm, according to In¬ 
formation received by the state de¬ 
partment to-day from Myron T. Her¬ 
rick, ambassador to France. The sit¬ 
uation of Americans apparently Is re¬ 
lieved as the ambassador’s cable made 
no mention of It. The chief* sign of 
war In the French capital, the ambas¬ 
sador reports, Is the slight rise In the 
price of foodstuffs. 

Reports from Genoa, Italy, to the 
state department, stated that 5,000 
American refugees are expected to ar¬ 
rive there from Switzerland. Fully 
6,000 are at Genoa awaiting transpor¬ 
tation home. The American oonsul at 
Naples reported that 670 Americans 
have sailed from that port aboard th# 
steamer Soil GlOYanul 


London, Aug. 17.—A Brussels dis¬ 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph com¬ 
pany says the French casualties in 
the fighting between Namur and 
DInant were heavy, as the Germans 
were strongly entrenched and their 
military at the outset played great 
havoc with the French. 

The French wing at Dinant had 
been badly cut up and nearly routod 
when suddenly the strains of the Mar¬ 
seillaise resounded In tho French lines 
and the men rallied. With splendid 
gallantry they ohargod. hurltng them¬ 
selves on the German troops, going 
through thair lino* and putting them* 
to flight. 


London, Aug. 17—After a confer¬ 
ence to-day between Henry S. Breck- 
enrldge, assistant secretary of war of 
the United States, and Ambassador 
Walter Hines Page, the former stated 
that $300,000 would be handed to Mr.

Paris, Aug. 17.—After remaining vir¬ 
tually Inactive for two days certain 
troops of German cavalry who were 
recently repulsed by the Belgians, 
undertook new offensive operations 
against the Belgian front.

London, Aug. 1ft—A military ex¬ 
pert, discussing the war situation, 
says: “The huge bulk of the enormous 
German army Is advancing slowly 
along a lino that runs from Dlest, 
forty miles east by north of Brussels. 
The delay in the German advance has 
probably not been due to the ob¬ 
struction of Liege and the general re¬ 
sistance of the Belgians alone. 

"The massing of such en irnious 
numbers of troops has never been at¬ 
tempted before and doubtless it has 
taken longer than was expected. 

Even small armies cannot fight In 
advance of their commissariat. If 
the large swarms of men are not fed 
they must fall. One of the reasons 
Belgium has taken so many cavalry 
prisoners is that the German cavalry 
seems to have repeatedly got out of 
reach of Its supplies.

the river. The China Import & Export 
Lumber- company has three tramps 
undtr charter to load at Portland for 
the Far East in addition to the two 
Japanese vessels taking on cargoes at 
the Inmun-Poulsen mill. 

The trio are the British steamships 
New Zealand Transport and Knight of 
the Thistle and the Japnnese steam¬ 
ship Asama Maru. With a cargo she 
loaded In the lockl harbor for the com¬ 
pany the New Zealand Transport is 
supposed to be near Shanghai. She 
Is scheduled to return as soon as her 
cargo has been discharged. The Knight 
of the Thistle Is to come from Val- 
I paralso. She and the New Zealand 
[ Transport will be subject to capture 
if sighted by a German cruiser. It Is 
not believed the Asama Maru will be 
molested.

FRANCE’S FORMIDABLE 
n LINES OF DEFENCE 


Lesson Learned In 1870 Re¬ 
sulted in Circles of Detached 
Forts Forming Curtains 

(New York Sun.) 

As a result of the overwhelming 
defeat of France In 1870 the matter 
of opportune defence was carefully 
studied by the council of defence, 
which selected the plan of Gen. Sere 
de la Riviere of the French engineers 
to defend the line of the Meuse and 
Mosello rivers, 20 miles front the bor¬ 
der. 

The Belgian border was protected 
by the guarantee of neutrality by the 
European powers, so the first efforts 
were given to the German frontier. 
The four cities, Belfast, Epinal, Toul 
and Verdun, control the principal 
railroads and highways across the 
border. They were selected for sup- j 
porting points ln the line of defence 
and were converted Into entrenched I 
camps. These cities divide the bor- | 
der Into three parts, each being about 
forty miles. 

Belfort has a central defence and 
has a circle of detached forts eight 
miles from the city and averaging 
two and a half miles apart. The ar¬ 
tillery in the forts controls the in¬ 
tervals between them, so that no 
large body of the enemy can get 
through. Smart bodies can T>e turned 
back by the inner defences and by 
the mobile garrison. 

The forts are similar In plan, about 
400 yards long and 150 yards deep. 
They provide for bombproof shelters 
where men and guns can be sheltered 
during an enemy’s bombardment and 
have underground passages so that 
any part of the fort can be reached 
or re-enforced without exposure of 
the defenders. 

Ditch Prevents Charge. 

Each fort is surrounded by a ditch 
thirty feet deep and is impregnable 
to direct assault. They can be taken 
only by slow siege works, such as the 
Japanese used at Port Arthur, or by 
starvation. Epinal has a similar gir¬ 
dle of eight detached forts of the 
above type. 

To further close this southern third 
of the border a line of five forts lias 
been constructed between Belfort and 
Switzerland and a line of six forts be¬ 
tween the outer lines of Belfort and 
Epinal. It Is considered impossible for 
any large force to break tlirough, the 
defences of the border from Epinal to 
Switzerland. 

i From Epinal to Toul there is an un¬ 
defended space. The French mobiliza¬ 
tion and concentration plans provide 
for a field army that with the support 
given by the fortresses of Epinal and 
Toul on its flanks can hold back an In¬ 
vading army long enough to develop its 
strength and to give opportunity for 
reinforcements to be rushed up. 

Toul is on the most Important rail 
line from Paris to Strasshurg and 
southern Germany and controls the 
route likely to be followed by an Im¬ 
portant invading army. It Is defended 
by an outer line of detached forts ten 
miles from the city, by an intermediate 
line and by the citadel in the city It¬ 
self. There are also outlying defences 
at Nancy, Point St. Vincent, Colomhey 
and Neufchateau, too distant to for^i 
I>arl of the defences of Toul, but fur¬ 
nishing important supporting points 
for llie field army. 

Verdun a Strong Point. 

Verdun Is the principal defence 
against a German advance up the Mo¬ 
selle from Coblentz and north Ger¬ 
many. This Is the line of advance of 
tlie German forceH now operating ln 
Luxemburg. Reports so far Indicate 
that this German army Is second only 
to the one advancing through Belgium, 
that it Is In fact the left wing of the 
German forces attempting to Invade 
I'jance frojn the north. Verdun is de¬ 
fended like Toul by an outer line of 
detached forts eight miles out. by an 
Intermediate line and by a citadel. 

The interval between Toul and Ver¬ 
dun is closed by seven forts', averaging 
three milea apart, along the line of 
hills on the east bank of the Meuse 
river. These form the “northern cur¬ 
tain” denying the advance of an en¬ 
emy except through the Intervals to 
the north and south. 

The immediate Belgian frontier la 
unprotected except by the old barrier 
forts of Montmedy and Longwy and 
by “'the strong entrenched camp of 
Maubeuge. 

The guaranteed neutrality of Bel¬ 
gium was at first counted on to afford 
some protection. In 1887 to 1891 Bel¬ 
gium constructed a line of defence to 
deny the valley of Meuse to any In¬ 
vader. France later fortified Mau¬ 
beuge by a girdle of detached forts 
similar to Verdun, forming an en¬ 
trenched camp that Is kept always 
garrisoned on a war basis. These two 
sets of fortifications are now furnish¬ 
ing a common barrier to a German ad¬ 
vance through Belgium. 

Another Defensive Curtain. 

France did not rest content with 
these border defences alone as points 
of support for her fleld armies In op¬ 
posing the advance of the Germans on 
Paris. Paris Is only 130 miles from Bel¬ 
gium, 170 miles from Germany. It was 
desirable to furnish other barriers so 
that even if the field army were driven 
back they could delay the ehemy long 
enough for France to muster her last 
reserves for the defence of her capital. 
Sixty miles from Belgium she con¬ 
structed another defensive curtain, 
supported on the fortified cities of La 
Fere and Reims. 

La Fere, at the northv *stem end of 
the line, has an outer line of detached 
forts eight miles from the city, an in¬ 
termediate line and a citadel. Reims is 
an entrenched camp protected by a 
circle of detached forts, forty-five 
miles In circumference. A line of five 
detached forts runs from La Fere 
through Laon to Reims, completing 
the curtain. It Is probable that this 
defensive line U now covering the con-

At the southern end of the German 
boundary France also has a second line 
of defence. Besancon, near the Swiss 
boundary, is an entrenched camp with 
an outer line of forts, also an Inner 
line. Dijon, fifty miles west, has a 
similar defence. 

Langres, fifty miles north, Is on the 
principal rail route from Paris via Bel¬ 
fort. to southern Germany. It Is 
strongly defended by a circle of de¬ 
tached forts eleven miles out, by four 
intermediate forts and by a citadel. 

These three fortified cities, Besancon, 
Dijon and Langres. form a fortified 
district to cover the concentration of 
a southern French army to oppose the 
advance of an enemy from South Ger¬ 
many via Belfort and the roads over 
the Vosges mountains. 

The Last Resort. 

If all her field armies and all her 
barriers fall France has yet the de¬ 
fences of Paris to save the capital. 
With the old forts and half trained 
forces Paris was able to hold out ln 
1870 tn r a three months’ siege. The 


French profited by the lessons of that 
disaster. The new line of defence Is 
moved out to seven miles from the city 
limit and Is made up of a line of forts, 
redoubts and batteries seventy-two 
miles long. In rear and four miles out 
is the clr<Me of eighteen forts that held 
off the Prussians ln 1870. It would re¬ 
quire an army of more than half a 
million men to Invest the city. The 
trade movements of the last twelve 
months indicate that Paris Is well pre¬ 
pared In gold and food to withstand a 
long siege. 

To reach and capture the capital of 
France the Germans must first secure 
an opening in the frontier defences. 
They must leave large detachments to 
besiege the forts not captured and to 
protect the lines of communication on 
which they depend for supplies. They 
must overcome the French field forces 
and leave additional detachments to 
oppose the French second line of de¬ 
fence. Finally they must reach Parla 
with over half a million men and stay 
there long enough to secure Its reduc¬ 
tion.

Thrust suddenly Into trfe limelight as 
the result of the grim tragedy at Sara¬ 
jevo, the Archduke Charles Francis 
Joseph, , new heir to the Austrian 
throne, has been called upon to face 
responsibilities such as no other prince 
has had to assume on such short no- 1 
tlce. The youth, who Is now’ next In sue-! 
cession to the crowns of Austria and 
Hungary, will be 27 years old to-day. 1 
having been born at Personbeug on 
August 17, 1887. Hls birthday comes 
Just n day before that of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, who will be 84 to¬ 
morrow. 

Charles Francis Joseph Is the eldest 
son of the Archduke Otto, who was a 
younger brother of the late Francis 
Ferdinand. Hls father died In 1906/He 
attended the public schools of Vienna, 
being the first scion of the Hapeburgs 
to attain such heights of democracy, 
and many of hls companions were the 
sons of tradesmen and laborers. From 1 
the Vienna schoofs he went to a classi¬ 
cal school conducted by the Benedictine 
monks, where his associates were large¬ 
ly youths from the professional and; 
mercantile classes. He also hail prl- J 
vate tutors at home, and was taught 
many languages. He Is the first Haps- 
burg to attain proficiency In the Eng¬ 
lish tongue. 

After completing hls education the 
archduke entered the army, and at¬ 
tained the rank of lieutenant-colonel In ! 
the Infantry. It Is alleged that the| 
>oung archduke early became a favor¬ 
ite of the emperor, and It Is no secret 
that the aged ruler had little.love for 
hls nephew’, Francis Ferdinand 

The new heir’s mother was Marla 
Josephn. Princess of Saxony, and she 
Is still living In'Vienna. He has no 
sisters and only one brother, Maxi¬ 
milian Eugene Ludwig, a youth of 19. 
who has studied law’. 

The archduchess was the Princess 
Zita, of the Bourbon house of Parma. 
As usual In such ca$es. the marriage 
was described as a "love match." The 
wife of the new heir was only 16 when 
she met and conquered Charles Francis 
Joseph, and the marriage had the cor¬ 
dial approval of the emperor. The arch¬ 
duchess has 19 brothers and sisters, 
mostly Idiots, but Zita Is described as 
a woman of "unusual intellect." 

Charles Francis Joseph Is very sim¬ 
ple and democratic in his tastes, and 
enjoys the movies more than high¬ 
brow’ drama or grand opera. Some 
years ago, while stationed at Payer- 
bach-Reichenau, he made his usual 
semi-weekly visit . to his favorite 
(Inenm theatre, and found the imperial 
flag flying over the building. Inquiring 
the reason, he was told by the pro¬ 
prietor: "It Is to celebrate the one 
hundredth visit of your Imperial high¬ 
ness to my theatre " 

Like all the Hapshurgs, Charles 
Francis Joseph is a Catholic, but It Is 
alleged that he has never taken hls re¬ 
ligion seriously, and fears have been 
expressed at Rome that hls Attitude to¬ 
ward ecclesiastical affairs may not l»e 
all that the Vatican desires 

The Archduke and Archduchess have 
two sons, the oldest. Francis Joseph 
Otto, being now In his second year. 
The couple lived quietly, and took little 
part In court functions, prior to the 
assassination <>f Francis Ferdinand. In 
subsequent events the young archduke 
aligned himself with that party which 
held that only the blood of a vast mul¬ 
titude could glut Austria’s lust for re¬ 
venge upon the Serbs.

At all points around Victoria where

200 miles in Europe. 

In the camp of the Fiftieth*™ glftient 
in the morning the chaplain, Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, read dhine service and 
there was a good muster of the men. A 
special parade of the men of the Fifth 
regiment volunteering for active ser¬ 
vice was held Saturday by Lieut.-Col. 
Winsby, and after the medical inspec¬ 
tion 81 mA were stated to be fit for 
foreign engagement. The officers who 
have volunteered are Capt. P. T.^Stern, 
a South African and Zululand veteran;

It was stated to-day that the depart¬ 
ment of education of British 
Columbia has been in com¬ 
munication with R. W. Brock in 
connection with the matter for some 
time, but no official announcement has 
been made on the matter. His work In 
British Columbia, however, has made 
Mr. Brock well fitted to organize the 
department In the provincial univers¬ 
ity, a department that will have to do 
with one of the chief Industries of the 
province. 

To the people of this province Mr. 
Brock Is one of the best known of the 
Ottawa public servants, this being due 
to bis work upon the geological forma¬ 
tion. of the great mineral belt In south¬ 
ern British Columbia. He has been 
director of the geological survey since 
Dec. 1. 1908, and Is the author of 
numerous reports and papers. 

His last mission to the coast w*as 
with the delegation from the Interna¬ 
tional congress at Toronto, which 
gathered geologists from all parts of 
the world, many of them coming 
through to Victoria. He is still a 
young man, only 40 years of age. He 
took his M. A.- degree at Queen’s uni¬ 
versity and then proceeded to Heldel- 
burg. 

He took his science course at the 
school of mining, Kingston, becoming 
afterwards demonstrator of chemistry 
and professor of mining there. He was 
appointed to the stafT of 'the' geological 
survey of Canada, having previously 
served as an assistant In the field. He 
Is a councilor of the Canadian Mining 
institute, and also of Queen's univers¬ 
ity. and fellow of several learned so¬ 
cieties. With F. T. Congdon he draft¬ 
ed In 1911 a mining law applicable to 
the Dominion. 

Mrs. Brock Is a daughter of the Hon.

Sir Hiram Maxim Says He 
Saw War Coming Long 
Time Ago 


(By Sir Hiram S. Maxim.) 

London, Aug. 17.—I have seen this 
coming for a long time. Four great 
continental powers have been strain¬ 
ing every nerve to see how large an 
army they could raise and equip. They 
had these armies, and like a boy with 
a plaything, they wanted to use them. 

It appears to me that the Kaiser was 
anxious for war. He was of the opin¬ 
ion that he had the strongest army the 
world had ever known, lie deemed this 
u favorable time to strike, as he be¬ 
lieved Britain was so absorbed In the 
Irish trembles that she would not sup¬ 
port her friends. The Kaiser fully ex¬ 
pected no opposition would be offered to 
a large portion of, hi® army marching 
through Belgium in order to attack 
France. 

Now that Servla has been quite suc¬ 
cessful In keeping Austrians out of her 
country, the collosus of the east—Rus¬ 
sia—will sweep down upon Germany 
and Austria like an avalanche In 
about three Weeks. 

French and Bclglums are very much 
alike; they have the same system of 
fcertification. A great deal has been 
done in the last twenty years to make 
the eastern frontier of Franco impreg¬ 
nable.
